We would point out to bee-keepers 
that hives can be sited on the allotments following a 
revision of Allotment Association rules. It may be 
advisable to keep hives away from houses.

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MONTHLY RECIPE 


Chicken Korraa (serves 4-6 persons) 

Ingredients 

1 whole chicken (3ir-4 lbs.) 

1 carton plain yoghurt 

1 - 1 tsp. coriander powder 

1 tsp. ground ginger (or fresh ginger peeled and grated) 

2 tsp. salt 

1 tsp. sugar 

2 cloves garlic (crushed) 

2 large onions (finely chopped or grated)_ 

■jr tsp. black pepper (preferably freshly nulled) 

- 4 -—-g- tsp. diced chilli (according to taste) 

4 crushed cardamon seeds 
4 large cloves 

3 sticks cinnamon (about l-g-" in length) 

Butter or ghee (about 2 oz.) 

Method 

Joint chicken into small pieces, leaving legs and 
wings whole-. Add salt and yoghurt, mix well, cover 
and leave as long as possible (preferably overnight). 

Pry onion gently until transparent (not brown) in 
butter or ghee. Add ginger and garlic and fry for a 
further 3-4 minutes. Add all other spices and fry 
gently for 2 minutes. Add chicken and sugar and stir 
thoroughly. Bring gently to the boil and simmer very 
gently until chicken is tender, stirring occasionally 
to prevent burning. 

All the spices and fresh ginger can be bought from 
"Anwars" or "Arunja" in Mill Road. 

Fried Rice 

Ingred-ients .-. 

8 handfuls patna rice (busmuti is better if obtainable) 

2 sticks cinnamon ( 1 -g -! 1 each) 

4 cloves 

2 - 3 bay leaves 
6 peppercorns 

I 7 tsp. ginger powder • 

2 tsp. sultanas 
j tsp. salt 
|- tsp. sugar 
2 large onions 

Method 

Wash rice several times, remove and place on a plate, 
and drain. Slice onions thinly, fry in butter until 
light brown, add sultanas and gently fry together for 
about 1 minute. Drain, remove half the quantity to a 
saucer. Put remainder into a saucepan together with 
the other ingredients except salt, sugar and rice, and 
fry gently for about 1 minute. Add rice and fry gently

for 4 minutes. Pour on boiling water until the level of 
the water is about 1 inch above the rice. Add salt and 
sugar. Ering to the boil, cover and simmer at the lowest 
point until cooked. If 3tirring is necessary, do not use 
a spoon, but shake the pan with caution. 'Alien serving 
rice, sprinkle some of the fried onion and sultanas on 
top.
